LW BDUCATION

THE PRE-ADOLESCENT (Third In a series on child 
growJi and development).

There Is a' host of material and research available on 
other stages of growth and development; however, the pro- 
adolescent level Is sadly lacking In available data for par­ 
ents.

With Dr. Gesscl'a new book In the offing, perhaps parent* 
will be able to gain Insight into this particular stage of 
growth. One other book I recommend for parents of this 
age level Is Alien's "Tho Preadolescent," which you should 
be able to secure from the public library.

Being the parent of a pre-adolescent is perhaps the 
best authority on the subject since there is so little data. 
In print. I qualify on that count!

STAGE OF PREPARATION
This is an age level of preparation for adolescence. 

We formerly handled the problems of the adolescent from 
approximately age 12 onward and put age 11 In the five to 10 
bracket. De have discovered, however, that the child between- 

and 13 has needs that differ from those on either stage 
ff growth nhmrt ft or behind him__________'___

As such, he deserves study and appreciation in his 
own right. He Is neither an older child or a teen-ager; he 
Is what the clothing manufacturers have labeled "sub-teen"
 perhaps a good term.

CAN REGRESS
The maturity and growth levels exhibited at 10 can 

often fade away by 11 and 12, miraculously as It may 
_ seem. Many In this age level appear to regress In their 

behavior. ,
There can be much fidgeting, tlo« can appear, biting of 

fingernails is common. Some have been known to go back 
to thumb sucking (If that was part of their pattern). 
Voices are loud arid shrill, there is much giggling (among 
girls), much banter, and you should expect a rabid Inter­ 
est in jokes and funny stories.. Humor begins to be a 
part of the child's life; he makes ua« of it; can "catch 
on" to many stories with abstract points In them now.

DOES NOT TAKE -RESPONSIBILITY WELL 
The pre-adolescent in the first phase of this level does 

not respond well to responsibility. His seven-year-old sister 
might do better. He forgets to make his bed and do many 
of the tasks that you thought he had realized were part 
of his contribution to the household (without reminders). 

Stay with It. Use hints, signs, and other' visual reminders 
if you can; he's not entirely lout By IS lw to again some­ 
what back on the track.

Girls of this stage should already have had full prepara­ 
tion for puberty and the changes It win bring in their bo­ 
dies; some may already be Into these changes. .(Continued 
next week).

QUESTION FROM, A READER
At what age should a child begin to receive an 

allowance? There are no other children In th* family and 
my son is five years old. Mrs. L. i

ANSWER
Since your youngster has no older sisters or brother!, 

to set tho pattern you can begin at around six to glv« 
a small amount five cents at the most (no string* at­ 
tached).

Sometimes with young ones tt Is a good Idea to get 
three baby food cans and paint them in bright colors, 
labeling one "to spend," another "to save," and the third, 
"to share." Allow the child to distribute tha pennies as 
ha wishes.

With each birthday and ability to handle money, the 
child's allowance should be Increased. Older children should 
receive more than younger brothers and sisters.

SPEND AS HE PLEASES
The allowance can Include such items aa Sunday School 

Offerings, dues for Scouts, etc., If desired; howover, there 
should be a small amount for spending as he pleases; this 
should not ever be withdrawn as pulshment. It is his 
share of the family abundance and it Is Important that he 
leel secure in it no matter how small it may be. Use other 
means of deprivation.

Arrangement should be made for the child to earn
 mall amounts about the house by doing various task* 
so as to Increase his basic amount If necessary. I do not 
believe that children should be paid for their part In shar­ 
ing in the normal maintenance of the household, carry- 
Ing for their toys, bedroom clothes, setting the table, eto. 
This if their'contribution to the household, just u daddy 
goes to work and mother prepare* the meals, eto. Extra 
jobs can, as I said, bt allowed for, though.
